On motion 
the report and accompanying resolutions, 
aſter amendment, were unanimously adopted.

fage, or for some special temporary purpose, 
But for any mention of the duties of chil- 
dren toward parents, citizens toward com- 
munities, of sailors and soldiers toward su- 
periors, of exiles towards protectors and en- 
tertainers, or of men toward law, the day 
seems passing away. The present .genera- 
tion is rapidly becoming too fast to admit 
the existence of duties; unless it be a duty 
for one to disobey his own inclinations to 
the total derogation of the rights of others, 
and in scorn of law and the public good.

neither speak nor read, existed as far back 
in the recesses of time as the age of Solomon, 
we cannot decide ; but that A exist 
and traverse sea and land, a Vex nations 
with their intrusive proselytiam, is an evil of 
the present day, and one which is becom- 
ing very. mischievous in our country. We 
are getting to be too often favored with 
these exotics, who come to claim the inter- 
ference of our power. And for what? 
Why, to trample our established policy. un- 

der ovr own feet, and embroil us with Eu. 
ropean nations ; and, to cap the climax, to 
join our own to the denuntiations of itiner- 
ant preachers, against, to them, an offensivé 
branch of christianity, professed or cherished 
with the deepest devotion by hundreds of 
thousands of our people.
